guided her audience to Paris in 1874 to view the Salon paintings and the paintings of 
the La Socicte .Anonyme, which included Monet’s Impression Sunrise.

• LAA’s demonstrations featured many talented LAA artists explaining techniques of 
painting, framing, figure drawing, and the drawing of hands. Critiques of paintings 
provided many helpful suggestions to an appreciative LAA audience.

Mr. Kinstler received the 1999 Copley Medal 
from the Smithsonian National Portrait Gallery, 
Washington, D.C., the most prestigious award 
given a portrait artist. He is also represented in the 
collections of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
the Brooklyn Museum, and the Butler Institute of 
American Art. He is a member of the National 
Academy of Design, the American Watercolor 
Society, the National Arts Club and the Pastel 
Society of America. A PBS documentary on his 
life has recently been completed. 


Mr. Kinstler selected 148 works from slides, but 
a scheduling conflict prevented his selecting prize 
winners from the actual works. Lyme Art 
Association called upon two neighbors, Jeffrey 
Andersen, director of the Florence Griswold 

Museum and Jeff Cooley, of the Cooley Gallery in Old Lyme, to select prizewinners. Presentation of more than $3000 
in cash and product awards took place during the opening reception.

Art of New England prize winners include: Drawing, Hollis Dunlap, New London, for a 14" x 18" graphite, “Figure 
in Interior,” award sponsored by Utrecht, New Haven; Carlos Rios Framing, Milford; Carriage House Gallery, Guilford, 
and Pfizer Corp. The judges consider figure drawing “one of the great challenges for an artist.” They termed this work 
“a terrific example of drawing - elements, perfect, the fineness of cross-hatching effects with a small, simple detail of 
light at the edge.”

Tax Laws Favor 
Those Who 
Are Charitably 
Inclined

W ith a bit of thoughtful 

year-end planning, you can 
reduce income tax liability by mak- 
ing good use of the income tax char- 
itable deduction. A 2002 year-end, 
gift can significantly reduce your 
income taxes, while providing mean- 
ingful support for us. A gift of cash 
is an easy and tax-wise way to sup- 
port the LAA and garner a year-end 
charitable deduction. There are 
many considerations that determine 
the amount of income tax savings; 
we recommend you consult with 
your tax advisor. 

Gifts of Stock: How to Avoid 
Capital Cains 

If you own stock, it is almost 
always more wise to contribute 
stock than cash. A gift of appreciat- 
ed stock generally offers a two-fold 


tax saving. First, you avoid paying 
capital gains tax and second, you 
receive an income tax charitable 
deduction for the full fair market 
value of the stock at the time of the 
gift. Again, we recommend a con- 
sultation with your tax advisor, as 
determinations such as length of 
time the stock has been owned may 
be significant. 

Gifts of Life Insurance: A Good 
Policy for Giving 

A gift of life insurance can pro- 
vide a significant year-end charitable 
deduction. This can be done by pur- 
chasing a new policy or donating 
one you currently own but no 
longer need. To receive a deduction, 
designate the LAA as both the 
owner and beneficiary of the life 
insurance policy. Check with your 
insurance agent for details. 

Life Income Gifts: How to, 
Increase Your Income 

If you own stock which is paying 
you little in dividends, a “life- 
income” gift may be an appropriate 
year-end gift. You could transfer the

UPTOWN 


O n a fine October morn, a 

group of LAA members board- 
ed an 8:30 a.m. bus and headed to 
the Big Apple. Our destination was 
way uptown. So far uptown, in fact, 
that we were practically in da 
Bronx. Which explains why most 
New Yorkers have never seen the 
two “uptown treasures” that we vis- 
ited that day — the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and 
the Hispanic Society of America. 

Kathy Kienholz, the archivist at 
the American Academy, was the one 
who tipped us off to these gems. 
When she lectured at LAA last sum- 
mer, she told us that the Academy 
has the largest collection of Childe 
Hassam paintings in the world. That 
was reason enough to plan a visit. 

But imagine a trip where the 
largest collection of Childe Hassam 
paintings in the world is only ONE 
of the highlights of the day! Kathy 
gave us the grand tour of the 
Academy and it would be hard for 
me to say which part of the build- 
ing was the “best” — the members’ 
meeting room, the library, the 


photo gallery where you could 
spend hours looking at glossies of 
America’s finest writers, composers, 
painters, sculptors, and architects. 
Not to mention the beautiful crystal 
and red velvet theater where artists 
like Jessye Norman and Yo-Yo Ma 
come to record because the 
acoustics are so perfect. 


Sorolla (1863 - 1923) was painting 
at the same time as the early Lyme 
artists. His portraits are incisive psy- 
chological studies of his subjects, 
constructed in strong abstract pat- 
terns of light and dark. Using color- 
loaded brushes, Sorolla created 
murals of the Spanish provinces that 
are breathtaking. 


After leaving the Academy, we 
crossed the courtyard to enter The 
Hispanic Society and traveled back 
in time to the 
Spanish Golden 
Age. This was 
the era of El 
Cid, and 
painters such as 
El Greco, 

Velazquez and 
Goya. But it was 
one of the 
Spanish painters 
at the turn of 
the 20th centu- 
ry, Joaquin 
Sorolla, whose 
works remain in 
my mind’s eye.
